Inspectors Use Pension Scheme. 

The inspectore posed as congressmen and 
representatives of the pension bureau to get 
near the men they have been trailing for 
weeks. The mountaineers were heavily 
armed, and there was a sharp fight before 
they were subdued, several shots being fired. 

The prisoners are Warren Dunn, alias 
Pete: his Brother, Jacob, alias Nig, and See- 
ley Davenport, elias Snake.

They 
got shot just the same and If we don’t get 
what we ask for you will get the same 
dose. 

Say Wilson you have got the office as 
president. Yes and we are death on presi- 
dents. Say now Wilson if you have got 
$5, in gold for this party we wil 
sparé your life, if not we will shoot you 
before you get in office, sure as your name 
is Wilson. So we will give yqu time to 
think the matter over so you will no what 
you are dotng Nght or wrong but if you 
dent send 38,000 you or some of your 
people will be sorry you didnt.

Purpose Continuous. Campaign. 

We stand for every principle set forth in 
our platform. We stand for the purging of 
the roll of American public life by driving 
out of politics the big bosses who thwart the 
popular will, who rely on corruption as a 
political instrument, and who serve the cause 
of privilege. But the function of the new 
party is not Hmited to securing the enact- 
ment of the measures advorated in the 
party’s platform and the retirement of a few 
bosses. Our purpose fs to keep up a contin- 
uous campaign for social and industrial jus- 
tice and for genuine government by the peo- 
ple and for the people.

Our proposal is to create a commission 
like the interstate commerce commission, 
and through this commission to supervise 
the big industrial concerns doing an inter- 
state business, just as the government now 
supervises railroads and banks. We will 
thereby prevent the eggs from being scram- 
bled, and, if necessary, unscramble them 
effectively, even, if necesary, going to the 
length of appointing a receiver, as in the 
case of @elinquent banks. 

*The anti-trust law will W on the 
books, and it will be strengthened by pro- 
hibiting agreements to divide territory or 
limit output, by putting a stop to stock 
Watering, by prohibiting a refusal td sell 
the customers who buy from business rivals. 
by prohibiting the custom of selling below 
cost in certain areas while maintaining 
higher prices in other areas, by . prohibiting 
the use of the power of transportation to aid 
or injure speeial business concerns—in short, 
by prohibiting these and all other unfair 
trade practices. 

The interstate industria] commission will 
give us an efficient instrument for seeing that 
the law is carried out in letter and in epirit, 
and for effective]. punishing not only every 
corporation but every individual who violates 
the provisions of the law.” 


Urges Action in Legislatures. 

I trust the Progressive senators and con- 
gréessmen ‘at Washington will get together 
and push this‘and all other proposals of the 
Proggessive party. I hope, however, that 
each group of Progressive members elect of 
the legislatures of the several states will 
meet and plan united action upon the or- 
ganization of their respective assembles, 
upon the candidates for the United States 
penate, and upon proposed legislation. 

The direct primary plan should Be univer- 
sally applied. We should support legista- 
tion that will carry out our principles, re- 
gardiess of what party may introduce it, in 
the several states. Similar action should be 
taken by Progressive pubtic officials, such 
as county iestoner's, members of boards 
of supervisors, etc. 

Immediate steps should be taken in each 
state to begin the educational campaign 
upon our social and economic program. 
Every law proposed in the social and indus- 
trial justice plank of our platform should be 
pressed, including other cognate laws, such 
as the endowment of widowed mothers. Our 
people should expound our policies in the 
schoolhouses and before the granges, as well 
as in the great industrial centers. 


Problems of Rural Life. 

There is no problem the successful solution 
of which promises greater returns, in the 
line of titizenship as well as-in material re- 
sults, than the problems of rural life. These 
include better farm methods, better rural 
schools, better roads, better farm financing, 
more economical methods of marketing, and 
better farm life conditions for the men, 
women, and children on whose welfare and 
success the progress and prosperity of the 
nation depends. 

Farm financing should now receive the 
consideration it deserves. It is based on and 
wil! grow out of these improved farm meth- 
ods. It will be intereeting te mote with what 
success our farmers will take up or adopt the 
Buropean codperative financing system of 
the Raiffeisen type. 

The greatest field for farmers’ codperation 
will be in marketing their product, which 
process now costs them and the consumer, 
so dearly. The promptest and largest meas- 
ure of fimamcial ald would come from mort- 
gage banks chartered, regulated, and care- 
fully supervised by the government, operat- 
ing on the method of the Credit Foncier of 
France. This plan gives the farmer long 
time loans of thirty to fifty years, with the 
arrangement that a small annual payment, 
amounting to 7 or 8 per cent, would auto- 
matically emortise or wipe out the entire 
debt at the end of the term. 

The borrowed money would be used large- 
ly for creative purposes, and the easy pay- 
ments would permit part of the farm income 
to be used for conservation and the general 
advantage of the farm and family, removing 
the pressure of the large and burdensome 


payments Of short time: mortgages and the 
farm of foreclosure. Our whole financial sys- 
tem needs a.thorough rearrangement.” 


For More Farm Owners. 

The number of tenants is growing rapidly. 
This is not good. Provision should be made 
to aid and increase the number of farm home 
owners for these make for a better agri- 
culture and a stronger nation. 

Our people, and especially our Progressive 
members, must ever keep in mind that the 
Progressive party is by its platform com, 
mitted to the doctrine that these measures 
We advocate are to become part of the law 
of the land, provided we ean get the people 
to stand for them. If legislature, executive, 
or court stands in the way, then in lawful 
and orderly fashion, and along the lines 
laid down in the National Progressive plat- 
form, we intend 30 see that the will of the 
People is car out, and that judge, leg- 
islator,, and executive officer alike do their 
fuH part in thus carrying out the will of 
the people. 

No party which denies to the people the 
right to secure justice, as we Progressives 
propose, when the courts interpret the con- 
stitution so as to enthrone injustice, has the 
right to claim credit for sincerity in any 
effort to work for 1 ustrial and social 


justice. 


All other measures are 561005 if we peomit 


a body which -is not responsible to the people 
to have the final say as to whether the people 
shall or shall not in their laws do complete 
social and industriel justice. 


“Divine Right of Judges. 

The doctrine of the divine right of judge to 
rule the people is every whit as ignoble as 
the doctrine of divine rights of kings: and 
this doctrine is now chiefly and powerfully 
upheld by the legal and financial representa- 
tives of privilege. 

I have been asked by Mr. Gipson, Progres- 
sive state chairman of Idaho, on his behalf 
to present to you a few worde on a concrete 
illustration in which the court has done the 
greatest injustice to the people, and is seek- 
ing a worse injustice. In Idaho the election 
law makes no provision for the election of 
presidential electors—no provision at all. 

The Supreme court ¢ wnstrued it so as to 
permit the Republican - A Democratic elec- 
tors to be put upon the cket by construing 
a provision which providwi for the election 
of constables and other Hcers to include 
presidential electors. I think they were 
quite right in such a construction. It was 
a very loose construction, but necessary. 

But when it came to the Progressive party 
they made the tightest kind of tight con- 
struction. They construed that the Pro- 
gressive party could not get on the ticket 
because under the section providing for. 
nomination by petition the highest number 
of votes deciared to be necessary for the 
establishment of a ticket; by petition was 
800 in case of state officials. 


Ruling in Idaho Case. 

They declared the electors were not state 
officiala and that therefore the Republican 
and Democratic electors could go on the. 
ticket under the provision which permitted 
the elecuion of consiables and other officials, 
yet that the Progressive ticket could not be 
nominated by petition because the highest 
number of votes enumerated as necessary 
to nominate by petition was 300 for the elec- 
tien of state officials. 

The Supreme court of the United States has 
held more than once that they were not na- 
tional officials. It was disiinctly held that 
though they exercise a function in national 
politics they exercised it exactly as legisla- 
tors did wiho elected United States senators. 
So the Supreme court of the nation has said 
they are not national officials, and the Su- 
preme court of Idaho said they were not 
state officials. . 

I defy any honest and intelligent man to 
read’ that decision of the Supreme court of 
Idaho and compare the laxity of the con- 
struction by which they construed a statute 
which did mot make any provision fer elec- 
tors at all to permit the Republican and 
Democratic parties to vote on the electors 
and the quibbling and the technicality of con- 
struction by which they cdnstrued a statute 
to prohibit the Progressive party from get- 
ting electors. 


Arouses Keenest Indignation. 

I defy any man to read that decision with- 
out feeling the keenest indignation at the 
reactionary court which, following out the 
action taken by the reactionary Republican 
machine of Idaho, prevented what undoubt- 
edly would have been a large plurality ofthe 
citizens of Idaho from having à ticket to 
vote for president. 

The Progressives of Idaho had to write in 
on the election ballot the names of the presi- 
dential electors, and the extraordinary thing 
is that over 25,000 men did so write them in. 
Over 25,000 men and women, I should say. 
I am using the term men in the generic 
sense, as it always must be used in a gather- 
ing of Progressives. 

I am not stating it strong enough. Over 
25,000 men wrote them in correctly and an 


additional 1,000 wrote them in with mis- 
takes, so that if their purpose had received 
recognition, Idaho had cast ts electoral vote 
for the Progressive party. Now, the Capital- 
News of Bolse, the leading Progressive pa- 
per, criticised that @eciston. I hold that it 
would have been a mark of low servility not 
to criticise such an outrat eous and iniquitous 


" decision. 


Calls ision “Outrageous. 

The most offensive criticism they made was 
to include a telegram from me in which I 
oke of the decision with guarded modera- 


tion, but still with the frankness of an open 


nature. I did not speak half strongly enough. 
That was far worse than any ordinary bad 


decision could be. That wasa decision deny-. 


ini to the largest body of voters the right to 
exercise the highest vorivilege under our 
form of government, the right to exercise 
their privilege of saying who they believe 
should exercise the power of the president 
of the United States for the next four years. 
I hold that that decision was an outrageous 
decision. 

I hold that it was the duty of every honest 
citizen to protest against it and to denounce 
it in the strongest terms. I hold that it would 
have justified any lawful action taken un- 
der the proposals that we Progressives ad- 
vocate for the recall of judges. And now 
that Idaho court, continuing to serve the 
cause of reaction, has summoned Mr. Sheri- 
dan, the editor of the paper, before it for 
contempt. I do not want you to laugh at 
this. 


Matter for Bitter Laughter. 

It is a matter for bitter laughter that there 
should be the chance of perpetrating such 
an outrage. But, mind you, they have it in 
their power now by the infliction of a suffi- 
ciently heavy fine to ruin the only Progres- 
sive paper—to ruin the only paper with the 
independence to stand out against such a 
monstrous perversion of justice in Idaho. 

As far as I am concerned I will advocate 
most heartily that the Progressive party 
make good any fine, and I hope we will send 
out the ablest lawyer we can get to fight that 
case through and that we give the widest 
publicity to our reprobation of the conduct 
of the court. 

The people of the United States should 
with one voice join in condemning what has 
been done and try to prevent the consumma~ 
tion of the outrage. 


People Masters Over Courts. 

We believe the American people has about 
made up its mind that it is to be master 
within its own house, and that its representa- 
tives are in good faith to represent it ond 
not to attempt to impose their wills upon it 
against its will. We hold with Abraham 
Lincoln that the people, acting deliberately 
and through the forms of law, are master 
over the courts as they are master over leg- 
islature and senate, over governor anc pres- 
ident. 

Fifty years ago the conservatives " ¢ham- 
pioned a view of the constitution which per- 
petuated chattel slavery for black men; the 
corresponding ‘‘ conservatives’’ of today 
champion an interpretation of the constitu- 
tion which perpetuates industrial ala very for 
white women and children. 

The men who fight such proposals as we 
have made to secure justice when the courts 
do injustice are as emphatically the aposties 


ot reaction as were the men who fifty years 


ago defended the Dred Scott decision by the 
Supreme court and sought to prevent the 
prohibition of slavery by the constitution. 

I believe the Progressive party and all good 
citizéns and all believers in genuine popular 
rule should heartily support the proposed 
constitutional amendments recently intro- 
duced by Senator Bristow to secure to the 
people of the United States proper control 
of their own government. These amend- 
ments embody the fundamentals of the Pro- 
gressive position on popular rule. 


Secure Right to Appeal. 

If adopted in principle they will secure the 
right to appeal to the people of the country 
when important legislation is blocked by 
adroit political manipulation and the right 
of the people, after due deliberation and 
without unnecessary and long drawn delay 
and procrastination, to make and to inter- 
pret the purpose of their own constitution. 

The adoption of those Bristow amend- 
ments, including the providing for the direct 
election of United States senators, will make 
it comparatively easy to secure the passage 
of desirable laws and to keep them in effi- 
cient shape on the statute book, . 

In the matter of leadership—both local and 
national—we may trust the events of the 
next year or two to develop our ablest and 
most resourceful men. For every position 
the leader must be chosen, not in the least 
with reference to his own desires but solely 
with regard to the needs of the people, for the 
Progressive party is the servant of the peo- 
ple.

guorns WORDS OF ROOT. f 


Says They Must Submit to 
Change or Be Objects of 


Suspicion. 


Col. George Harvey, editor of Harper's 
Weekly, in an address delivered last even- 
ing at the Hotel La Salle, served, notice on 
the manufacturers of the middle west thet 
they must prepare themselves to submit to 
important economic reforms during the com- 
ing Democratic administration, or become ob- 
jects of suspicion d the public of the whole 
country. 

The occasion was the fifteenth annual ban- 
quet of the Illinois Manufacturers associa- 
tion, at which the newly elected president, 
Charles Piez presided.. More than 200 men, 
representing millions of dollars of invest- 
ments in this state, listened to the speech and 
_ applauded it. 


Oracle of Progressives. 

Col. Harvey began by repeating an excerpt 
from an address which Senator Rootideliv- 
ered a short time ago in New York. In that 
spcech the senator declared there are thou- 
sands of people in the United States who 
are firmly convinced the New York cham- 
ber of commerce is a den of thieves and that 
the manufacturers of the country are no 
better than a set of confidence men. 

Whether or not this belief was unfounded, 
gaid the editor of Harper's, made noWiffer- 
ence. The point was that the business in- 
terests of the country owed it to themselves 
to clear themselves of suspicion. 

‘Revision Downward Decreed. 
He then went on to declare that the im- 


Pression that the American people had 


gained of its moneyed interests was gained 
througa the false leadership which the 
moneyed interests had maintained at Wash- 
ington. ‘This leadership, he asserted, in its 
management of the Payne Aldrich tariff 
echedules had been guilty not only of extor- 
tion but of Stupid extortion. In the face of 
the fact that President Taft had declared 
the woolen echedules indefensible it had 
gone blundering ahead and imposed 100 per 
cent duties when 90 or 0 per cent duties 
would have.served every ligitimate imerest 
of the manufacturers. 

“ Revision downward,” declared the speak - 
er, “is decreed. The manufacturers must 
prepare themselves to accept it. If they 
are wise they will not only accept it but 
they will bend their efforte toward aiding 
the president and congress tn enacting a 
bill that will Go. justice to the whole coun- 
ter 5 

There is no disposition on the part of the 
, Incoming administration, said the editor, to 
hurt business, but it is pledged to certain 
specific reforms, and upon the performance 
of its pledges depends its right to exist. 


“Two weeks ago I heard Senator Elihu 
Root utter these words to the chamber of 
commence of the city of New Tork: 

There are hundreds of eee of 


people outside the ‘great industrlal com- 


munities who think you are a dew of thieves, 
There are hundreds of thousands of people 
‘who think the manufacturers of the country 
are no better than a set of confidence men.’ 

** Such a statement from such a source is 
amore than significant; it is startling. It may 
be an exaggeration or it may be an under- 
estimate. It is possible the senator should 
have said millions instead of hundreds of 
thousands. Wi tever may be our judgment 
in that regard, it is idle to deny the statement 
contains ab least an element of fact. 

“Let us assume for a moment that the: 
popular belief mus stated with the utmost 
seriousness by the distinguished senator from 

York is without substantial foundation. 

t us presuppose, as I for one, at least, do 
sincerely faith, that the great body of 
manufacturers of this country are not con- 
fidence men, are not trickstere, are not desti- 
tute of the attributes of either honor or’ 
patriotism. What, then, has given rise to 
this false, unjust, and extremely harmful im- 
pression? . 

“To my mind, the answer is both simple 
and plain. You American manufacturers 
have, unwittingly, no doubt, but tacitly, 
surely, permitted yourselves to suffer in pub-. 
lic esteem from flagrant misrepresentation. 
I donot mean by that wrongful interpretation

It was deprecated, as I happen to 
know, by the wiser and more farseeing direc- 
tore of those great corporations. 

„But it was tolerated. The Woods and the 
Whitmans prevailed, and it was their blind, 
stupid insistence upon 100 per cent duties 
when 80 or 40 per cent was fully adequate tc 
the safeguarding of both wages and profits, 
that brought down upon the party of protec- 
tion the wrath of the people. 

“The real. owners, the shareholders, of 
‘whom there are thousands in New England. 
were wronged by false leadership, and so 
were you and all other manufacturers en- 
gaged in honorable and legitimate occupation. 


No Malice in the People. 

“There is no malice in the American 
| people, but when you come to them de- 
manding fair play you must come with clean 
hends. There is no disposition or justifi- 
eatlon for the incomipg political party to 
-eripple a single industry in this land. The 
only apprehension of danger from readjust- 
‘ment of tariff duties is that which lies, not in 
intent, but in possible igmorance. Here, then, 
is the opportunity and the obligation of the 
really capable and far sighted manufacturer 
to recognize that his is a dual capacity and 
that first of all and above all he is an Ameri- 
‘can citizen. 

“ Revision Gownward is decreed. It must 
become an accomplished fact or the Demo- 
cratic party will be swept, as it should be 
swept off the face of the map. Obviously 
nobody knows so well wherein duties may 
be lowered without injuring industry as he 
who makes the goods. 

This is a time for cordial, businesslike co- 
operation in the performance of a public 
éuty, not of mulish fighting in pursuance of 
an ugly policy which ought never to have 
deen tolerated end which must be repudiated 
if you are to expect the fair treatment which 
should be accorded to you es honorable men. 


Not Difficult to Revise. 

“There will be no difficulty in revising the 
tariff downward in such a way as to make 
for stability and to the immediate satisfac- 
tion and ultimate advantage of all if those 
best acquainted with the details will put 
their information voluntarily, openly, and 
without reservation at the disposal of an 
administration which will be at least right- 
fully ambitious and sufficiently intelligent to 
prefer success to failure. 

“Why not, indeed, forestall the need of 
opposing unfair reductions in tariff duties 
by proposing reductions which shal! be 
equally real, but destitute of injurious effects 
to. industry? A public confidence 
is to be regained it can de won only by vol- 
untafy and broad considered action. There- 
jim. gentlemen, Mes the opportunity, the 
splendid opportunity, of an association of 
self-respecting American men engaged in 
‘honorable pursuits such 1 as I believe this as- 
sociation te Be. 

There is one other consideration bearing 
upon the relations of the manufacturer to the 
state to which I wish to make brief allusion. 
Last year $1,000Q00,000 were received by 
American manufacturers for goods exported. 


About Dollar Diplomacy.“ 

Some portion of the advantages thus 
derived is attributable to the enhanced effi- 
ciency of our consular and diplomatic serv- 
ice, and yet we find today, in utterances from 
various sources, manifestations of disap- 
proval of what has come to be known as our 
*dGollar diplomacy.’ Now I, for one, am 
free to admit that I am not proud of that term 
as applied to an American policy. In point 
of fact I find it hateful, in so far as it im- 
plies sordid motives in the shaping of our 
relationship with other peoples. 

But I cannot and do not believe that any 
part of the dissatisfaction to which I refer 
is due to efforts on the part of our govern- 
ment to obtain for our products the markets 
of the worid. It is directly traceable to 
apprehension that, in recent years, our gov-

aboard it, as did other ships summoned by

The Centurion later made its way into 
Portsmouth, The anchors had been driven 
through the bows by the ferce” of the col- 
lition, 

The disaster was so swift and so sudden 
that no one on the doomed ship escaped. 
Nothing remaingof it but.ite port ight, which 
was found, still burning, after the colfision 
in the Centurion's forecastle. 

As the Centurion’s bows are about thirty 
feet above water the light must have been 
carried at or above that height, which indi- 
cates that the lost vessel was of some size. 

The Centurion, which is a sister ship of the 
King George V., heft Plymouth at 5 o'clock 
Monday morning on a thirty hours’ trial at 
moderate speed of about eighteen to twenty 
knots an hour. 

Man-o’-Warsman Relates Tragedy. 

A member of the Centurion's crew. gives 
this account of the accident: 

We were steaming along at between nine- 
teen and twenty knots in a fairly calm sea, 
with a moderate amount of wind of from four 
to five knots, when the collision occurred. It 


was dark, but the lights of the oncoming ves- 


sel had been seen for sorbe distance. It had 
the side lights burning brightly and appar- 
ently tried to cross the bows of the Centurion, 
which struck it with great force.

NATIONAL HONOR INVOLVED. 

The government of the United States 
is in a way to make as great a diplomatic 
and legislative failure of the Panama 
canal as it has made an engineering suc 
cess, ° 

Its policy, sustained by congressional 
enactment provides an unjust discrimina- 
tion in favor of one class of American 
business interests and against the whole. 
That is a domestic issue which we might 
meet honorably, however unwisely, if it 
were not involved in an internationa' 
agreement which we cannot disregard and 
remain scrupulous. 

If the American construction of the 
treaty with Great Britain have justice and 
substance it can be submitted to arbi- 
tration without danger. If it have not 
justice and substance it cannot be in- 
sisted upon or ‘adhered to without a sacri- 
fice of national honor. And whether it 
be good or bad, it ought to be submitted. 

The nation which assumes leadership in 
the pacifist cause stands shamefully be- 
fore the world when it declines to arbi- 
trate a question arising under a treaty 
which has sought in detail te govern such 
an enterprise as the construction and op- 
eration of the Panama canal. 

That Great Britain has proved a case 
of materia) damage we can deny. We 
may insist that the folly of discrimina- 
tion in favor of American coastwise ship- 
ping is one which affects only the Amer- 
ican people. It that folly were the deter- 
mined policy of the governmeat and of 
congress it would be easy to achieve it 
without violation of any letter of the 
treaty upon which Great Britain might 
insist. The fact that the British protést 
is against the method without being ef- 
fective against the result, were the meth- 
ods changed, takes from the protest any 
material value. 


“SPINELESS CITIZENSHIP.” . 

Mr. T. E. Donnelley hag had a good deal 
of experience with his brother business men 
through his work for clean air. His re- 
marks pn the “spineless ” citizen who sub- 
mits to petty blackmail rather than fight, 
or invites it rather than spend a little trauble 
and money to correct his smoking chimneys, 
are obviously heartfelt. The policy of the 
city smoke committee under his chairman- 
ship has been to handle the smoke nuisance 
conservatively and offenders considerately. 
It has not favored swift and drastic pros- 
ecution. It has recognized that the problem 
is difficult—a matter of study, with com- 
plications as to method and cost, 

But there are citizens who have not ap- 
preciated this treatment and who have BO 
sense of responsibility toward the com- 
munity in its attempt to eorrect conditions 
and make Chicago what it should be, a city 
of health and beauty. 

Men of this type keep the laws only as 
they fear them. They are a heavy secret 
drag on the progress of the community. 
They should be made to feel not merely 
the hand of the law when they are found 
breaking it, but they shonld be made to 
feel a heavier discipline—the social disap- 
proval of the community. Business morals 
‘ean do much to tone up the quality of citi- 
senship. 


WHERE THE STATE IS REMISS. 

For more years than is creditable to the 
state the ‘efforts to establish a colony for 
epileptics have come to nothing.

CHICKENS FOR THE MARKET. 

NE of the effects of soaking chick- 

eus in water is a loss of those 

food elements that are soluble in 

cold water and a soaking up of 

water to be later sold at so much 

per pound, chicken prices. On a carload 

of chickens, the loss of food and flavor 

substances amounts to 300 pounds, and 

the gain in absorbed water to 1,300 

pounds. This loss, however, is not of 

great consequence as compared with the 

loss in quality of the meat from improper 

preparation and bad methods of shipping. 

The proper method is dry picking, chill- 

ing, freezing, shipping in a frozen condi- 

tion, holding in the market in a solid 

freeze, and delivering to the kitchen 

frozen solid, there to be thawed in the 
refrigerator. 


X 

So long as chickens are held at a tem- 
perature below 30 degrees they spoil 
slowly. Twenty-seven degrees was just 
about as good as 18 degrees, but the 
amount of chemicals present indicating 
the beginning of spoiling just about 
doubled when the temperature was 33 
degrees as compared with the amount 
when the temperature was 30. Birds 
shipped in a temperature of 35 to 39 have 
as much chemical indicating spoiling at the 


end of 12 to 14 days. The differences could 


be easily shown by the flavor, taste, and 
appearance, as well as by microscopical, 
bacteriological, and chemical tests. Chick- 
ens, as they get to market in the city, 
have been killed from ten days to four 
weeks, so these changes are of conse 
quence. 

Much controversy has been waged for 
years as to whether chickens keep best 
when drawn or not. At first the health 
authorities stood strongly for drawn_chick- 
ens and against the other kind. 


—~- 

Two methods of dressing are employed. 
In one, a small opening is made in the 
abdomen and the viscera are removed 
by a hook. This has the advantage of 
leaving a small opening, thus diminishing 
the drying effects of the air and the de- 
composing effect of air-borne bacteria. It 
has the disadvantage that, in hooking out 
the viscera, the intestines are always torn 
and “the intestinal contents smear the 
inside of the chicken. Undrawn poultry 
has the advantage that there are no open- 
ings and the interior of the chicken does 
not dry out. It has the disadvantage that 
the intestinal content remains within the 
chicken in contact with the muscle. 

Experiments have shown that; where 
the birds are promptly chilled and then 
frozen and are kept frozen until they are 
delivered, no harm is done by the bacteria 
in the intestinal] tract. They have no dis- 
position to wander out into the muscles. 
On the other hand, something is gained by 
not having the intestines hooked out and 
much from not having air get to the 
inside of the carcass days and weeks be- 
fore the bird is consumed.

LEXANDER ELPHINSTONE has 

again appeared in the Bankruptcy 

court in London, this time for a rela- 

tively small amount. He is well 

known in this country and many peo- 
ple will remember him as cutting a wide 
swath in Newport society under the name of 
Lord Elphinstone,”’ and claiming to be the 
son of that Lord Elphinstone who died as 
governor of Bombay, but who was never mar- 
ried. 

He passed himself off while here as being 
still a captain in a crack lancer regiment, in 
which he at one time held a commission as 
subaltern, and also proclaimed himself to be 
a king's foreign service messenger. 

He finally wound up in jailin New York ag 
a hotel beat, and, after he had been repeatedly 
arrested for similar offenses, the authorities 
came to the conclusion that he must be crazy 
and consigned him to the institution for the 
insane on Blackwell's island. 

Having made this country too hot to hold 
him, Biphinstone returned to London, where, 
in September, 1910, he was sentenced to a 
term of imprisonment on charges of fraud, 
including the obtaining of goods, money, and 
credit under false pretenses, and scattering 
checks on banks where he not only had Be 
funds but wastotally unknown.

He is a good looking man, of excellent Scot- 
tish family, who, on coming of age, inherited 
a fortune of $250,000 from his father, which he 
promptly squandered. 

At the time when he came to the United 
States and was received with open arms by 
people who would not take the trouble to 
make inquiries or to hunt up his record, he 
had jumped his bail in England, after hav- 
ing been committed for trial at the assizes 
on charges of Jarceny and fraud committed at 
Bournemouth and at Christchurch, in Hamp- 
Shire. 

He has been a source of no end of trouble 
to the real Lord Diphinstone, his distant kins- 
man, who has been so frequently a visitor to 
the United States himself, with many friends 
among the Vanderbilt and Whitney set in 
New York, that it is difficult to understand 
how people here can have ever mistaken the 
one for the other.

Married to the eldest daughter of the Karl 
of Strathmore, Lord Elphinstone is a great 
traveler, is never so happy as when on some 
shooting or exploring expedition in the least 
known portions of the world, and can boast of 
being the only British peer of the realm who 
has ever managed to penetrate into Tibet. 

His Mophies of the chase at Carbetry tower 
inchide what is generally recognized as the 
record bull moose head and antlers ever se- 
cured in Canada. 

His estates have been in his family ever 
since the reign of King David II., and his 
peerage dates from 1500, when it was be- 
stowed upon Sir Alexander Elphinstone, wito 
lost his ite four years later in the battle of 
Flodden field. 

His principal country seat is Carberry tower 
at Musselburgh, perched on the west side of 
@ hill which rises near the coast at a point 
where the river Esk flows into the Firth of 


Forth. Close by is the battlefield of Pinkie, 


where the second Lord Elphinstone fell. 

The tower bas been the scene of many an 
historiceyent. It was there that Mary Queen 
of Scots and Bothwell awaited the confeder- 
ate lords and parted never to meet again, and

According to the ballad, Seyer returned 
from Palestine to find that his kinsman and 
best friend, Sir Malcolm Caerbarrin of Caer- 
barrin, or Carberry tower, had played him 
false by making love to his betrothed, Lady 
Elena Seton, and, with the aid of evidence 
forged by a monk, had led her to believein his 
having been killed in battle. 

Lady Elena, however, would not listen te 
Sir Malcolm Caerbarrin’s wooing, but with- 
ered away and died. 

Seyer de Quincey arrfved some days after- 
wards from the Holy land, forced his way to 
the vault in New Battle abbey, where his be- 
trothed lay dead im her ghroud, and found his 
engagement ring still on her finger. 

Learning how Sir Malcolm had persecuted 
her with his attentions, he fought with him on 
the grounds around Carberry tower, and 
wounded him mortally. 

A monk from New Battle abbey was sent 
for in hot haste, to shrive the dying knight, 
and the priest in question happened to be the 
Father Francis who had forged the document 
furnishing the false evidence of De.Quincey’s 
death. 

On the read from the abbey to Carberry 
tower he was waylaid by Seyer, stripped of 
his monkish garb, and left tightly bound in 
Consland dean. 

Disguising himself in the monk's frock and 
cowl, De Quincey went in his place to Car- 
berry tower and there heard the full confes- 
sion of the treachery of Sir Malcolm, and 
learned that the latter’s fellow conspirator 
was the Father Francis whose garb he was 
wearing. 

When the confession was completed, De 
Quincey threw back his cow! and revealed 
himself to Sir Malcolm, who died unshriven. 


Then De Quinceyreturned to Consland dean 


and put Father Francis to death, after which 
he made his way back, no longer as a knight 
but as a barefooted, pilgrim to the Holy land 
and died at 8

my name in your paper in connection with 
the sympathy the students of the University 
of Chicago showed toward me. I wae rather 
surprised when reading the statement thet 
I, if leaving this university, should not only 
take up research work—which is quite pos- 
sible—but should go back to the Netherlands 
and resume the position as adviser of the 


prime minister.“ 

This last statement is a mistake. Probably 
your reporter in mentioning my name, took 
up the annual register of the University of 
Chicago,in which he found that I was one 
time legislative expert of the prime minister 
of the Netherlands. This was in the year 
1901, when the prime minister, Kuyper, in- 
trusted to me the plan of a new Sunday law. 
There is no question of an office of adviser 
to the prime minister in the Netherlands 
and hardly one may speak of a prime 
minister „ except in the case of Dr. Kuyper. 
It takes too long to explain this more elabor-. 
ately, but I wish only to correct the state- 
ment. Even taken as a guess as to what I 
am going to do your reporter is mistaken. 

I came to America because my sons had 
settled here, and I took my first papers for 
American citizenship two years ago to be 
with my children. I tried to find e position 
in accordamce with the studies to which I 
devoted my life. The Dutch people and 
the University of Chicago together gave me 
the opportunity of a two years’ experience 
in teaching Dutch institutions, and this 
kindness I Shall always appreciate with 
gratitude. The sympathy I found with the 
students wes far more than I ever could ex- 
pect, and it made an impression on me which 
I never can forget. For me t is one of the 
most tender and most delicate successes in 
my life. It proves better than volumes that 
the ignorance of the American people about 
Dutch history, Dutch art, and Dutch Uter- 
ature ie not the fault of the students, but 
the fault of the great institutions of learn- 
ing, where the whole beautiful field of Dutch 
institutions hed been totally neglected. 

What tlie University of Chicago will decide 
is not my business, but es far as my pian is 
concerned, I shall try to find a place to teach 
some parteof history, art, and literature, and 
if possible, especially in connection with that 
of the gborious history of Holland, and I am 
pretty sure the students of the University 
of Chicago will not stand alone in their 
hearty ¢ympathy. DR. T. Dr VRIES.

Washington, D. C., Dec. 10.— Wide dis- 
agreement exists between the treasury de- 
partment and the federal courts at Chicago, 
it developed today, regarding the justifica- 
tion for the pending grand jury investiga- 


tion there of alleged extensive Oleomargarine ; 


tax frauds. 

The grand jury inquiry, it. ie claimed by 
officials, places the government in the posi- 
tion of attempting a prosecution when the 
treasury department nearly a year anda halt 
ago promised ‘representatives of packers and 
other manufacturers of oleomargarine they 
would not be criminally proceeded against 
for the practices under investigation. Judge 
Kenesaw M. Landis is said to have ordered 
the grand jury inquiry. 

Artificially colored oleomargarine is taxed 
10 cents per pound and uncolored one-fourth 
of a cent per pound. Representatives of 
packers submitted to the internal revenue 
bureau a certain kind of oll for use in making 
oleo, and the first investigation of the bu-- 
reau, it is declared, failed to find coloring 
matter. 

The packers were told they would not be 
prosecuted if they used the oil for uncolored 
oleo. Later the bureau chemists found color- 
ing matter in some of the oil, and now the 
government and the manufacturers are ne- 
gotiating to determine the amount of tax due.

Novel Use for Christmas Stamps Found 


by Employers of Labor 
im Chicago. 

A novel use for Red Cross Christmas seals 

has been found by some of the large employ- 

ers of labor in Chicago. . One firm employing 

more than 5,000 men has sent an order for 

seals to the Chicago Tuberculosis institute 

for the purpdse ol placing them on pay en- 
velopes. 

In a letter to James Minnick, superintend- 
ent of the institute, the firm states it has 
a twofold object in placing the seals on pay 
envelopes. It not only helps to swell the 
fund for the war on tuberculosis but has an 
educational value by directing the attention 
of the employés to the necessity of corfserv- 
ing their health. 

Orders for 32,500 seals in separate envelopes 
containing ten seals each have been placed 
by one chain of cigar stores. 

So far this season 1,353,000 seals have been

“That is the reason that in the case of go 
Many early marriages the older children are 
weaklings and the younger ones are stronger. 
They would be still stronger if their mother 
had not married until later. One reason why 
#0 many of the children of the royal families 
in Europe are physically inferior is because 
of the early marriages common to royalty. 

“In the case of working women and busi- 
ness women there is also an economic reason 
for not marrying early. A girl who takes up 
some work as a makeshift while waiting for a 
husband will not make a success of it. I be- 
lieve mothers ought to train their daughters 
to develop their abilities just as they train 
their sons.

“I have been interested in this matter for a 
long time. For twenty years I have been an ad- 
viser of the working women with whom I have 
happened to-be brought into contact, hair dress- 
ers, dressmakers, domestic servants, and others. 
When they have asked my advice about marry- 
ing I have generally given them the classic 
one: Dont! 
“If, however, they Lave insisted on marrying, 


1 have urged them at least to keep on with their 


work. Many of them have done so and have let 
me handle their savings. They have given me 
their bank books and let me take care of their 
money, When they have wanted to get hold of 
it to give it or ‘lend’ it to their husbands 1 
wouldn't let them have it. 

The husband generally objects the first year 
to the wife keeping on with her work. Their 
friends make unpleasant comments and he has 
a certain pride about the matter. But if a 
woman stops work for even a year she loses 
touch with things. She’s out of the running, 
and has difficulty getting in again.”

A Young Married Couple. 


l believe our family, consisting of my 
husband and myself, in moderate circum- 
stances, represents to a great extent a large 
class of young married people in the cities 
whose desire it ia to live well and still do not 
wish to consume their whole income in doing 
80. 

“While I am a fairly young housekeeper, 
I have tried from the beginning to make a 
study of food values—values in price and 
nutriment. Neither my husband nor myself 
cares for warmed over food, nor do I believe 
it fs economy to fill one’s stomach with fried 
and warmed over victuals. And in a great 
measure do I feel that I owe my success in 
having good, appetizing meals without un- 
reasonable market bills to that idea of plan- 
ning my menus carefully and buying closely 
fresh food of reliable grocers and markets. 

“Another equally important item is keep- 
ing a simple set of books, which takes little 
time when making out the day’s menu, in 
which strict account is kept of all cash spent 
and likewise of any goods charged, even 
when a memorandum bill is sent. I also have 
a letter file which is kept with the house- 
keeping book in which é@very charge memo- 
randum and receipted bill is filed, which sim- 
ple system enables me at any time to refer 
to my account and file to ascertain just where 
I stand in my household expenses. 

“TI might add from my own perhaps lim- 
ited experience I am confident that the rock 
on which many housekeepers, young and old, 
founder is the charging habit or evil, as it 
might well be called, and especially the 
monthly settlement of bills. If it seems nec- 
essary to run credit at market, grocery, or 
department store, I believe payment at the 
end of the week would allow of a closer watch 
being kept on the financial condition and 
would result ultimately in cash purchasing 
done personally, which, though seemingly in- 
convenient at first, would go a long ways 
toward solving this problem of the cost of liv- 
ing, which is so vital to us all, and would 
put every household on a firmer working 
basis without: the tendency to order many 
more articles: than otherwise would be, sim- 
ply because they are charged, to be paid for 
at some future time. 

“In fact, my whole argument in combating 
the high cost of living would be a curtail- 
ment of charge accounts by merchants of all 
kinds, which arrangement would compel keen- 
er watching of household accounts and, I be- 
eve, would put our tradespeople on a better

More Practical Training Needed. 

“T live in a small western town where the 
high cost of living is as real a problem as it is 
anywhere, and it seems to me one big mistake 
we make is in not educating our children more 
practically. 

“Here are people living on mere pittances 
and sending their daughters to school to learn 
Latin. There is no manual training work in 
the small schools, but teachers complain in the 
manual training schools that they do not have 
the cotperation of the mothers; The girls are 
taught to do housework in the school room, but 
the busy mother at home has no time for them 
in the kitchen. She can make the bread more 
easily herself than she can show her daughter. 

“So marriage comes and our housekeepers 
have no practical training, and the waste in the 
kitchen is appalling. A roast cocked for Sun- 
day dinner is thrown to the. pigs after the first 
meal:

Curious Facts About Fish. 


All of the true fish, with very few exceptions, 
are oviparous, or egg producing creat The 
tm — lay are usually spherical in form. 

ough in some cases they are oval, pee 
tical, and even rod shaped. : . # 

The eggs depdsited by the salmon, 
trout, and some few other species i 
and smooth on the surface, like a shotor “liver 
pill, while those of other species are Joined to- 
gether by means of minute threads or“ fila- 
ments, These various methods of depositing 
eggs allow some to cling to weeds or other ob- 
jects, some to float singly, and others to sink 
to the bottom and find their way inte cracks 
and crevices in the rocks, mud, et. 

Some very large species of ‘fish lay very small 
eggs, while smaller representatives of the same 
class may deposit a “life germ” out of all pro- 
portions to its own size. In illustration it may 
be said that the shark, the famed or infamous 
“ tiger of the sea,” lays an egg of only one-half 
the bulk of a common hen egg. While those of 
the marine catfish are about the size of robins’ 
eggs. There is also a wide difference in the 
number of eggs deposited by the different spe- 
cies during the breeding season. For illustra- 
tion, the brook trout only deposits from 100 to 
1,800; the salmon from 6,000 to 15,000; the black 
bass ‘trom 5,000 to 20,000; the lake trout, 12,000 
to 17,000; white fish, 20,000 to 75,000; mackerel, 
300,000 to 500,000; “the halibut averages 2,000,- 
000; sturgeon, 7, 000, 000; codfish, 9%, 066,900 to 
12, 000, 000. 

Some fishes build. nests in which to deposit 
their eggs and rear their young. This is true of 
the black nosed dace, the lamprey, several va- 
rieties of the sunfish, the four spied stickle- 
back, the antenarias, the perai, the black goby, 
and several other species and varieties. 

In some cases the male fish is provided with 
a natural pouch, which the female uses as a 
nest in which to deposit her eggs. To this 
latter class is referred the so-called seahorse “ 
(hippocampus), the pipe fish, the glomata, and 
others of similar habits and construction.
